China 
thas been forced out of sheer desperation to| 
fake up arms with the object of resisting 
agrant aggression. She will not be disposed 
{o stay her hand 20 long as she can fee! that 
hher armies can give a reasonably good 
fecount of themselves, a5 they have done 5 
far. 

It, therefore, the efforts at peacemaking are| 
to do more than merely beat the air, all pos- 
sible precautions should be taken to’ see that| 
‘they are based on premises which ean evoko| 
‘enilcism from neither side. ‘The dificulty of| 
thus steering the middle course is under-| 
‘standable. Certain arguments which one or| 
the other may produce are likely only to] 
complicate the task, for the mere citation of] 
them at once makes. their origin suspect, 
When, in discussing the main issue of Sino 
Japanese relations, specific emphasis is laid] 
‘upon the situation of Shanghai, it behoves| 
the advocate to watch his step very closely, 
Everyone will realize that the commercial 
Interests of this city are in such danger that} 
‘specious proposals which appear to promiso| 
respite are readily accepted, | sometimes| 
without ‘critical examination. "That very 
natural expression of the human instinct of| 
self-preservation may assume a different] 
{ulse to those who are more closely concerned 
‘with the legal and moral aspects of a complex 
problem. It cannot be forgotten that the 
Successive efforts of the Powers to secure for| 
Shanghai some form of territorial ‘munity | 
have never been pressed to a firm conclusion, 
From many points of view the provision of a 
permanent. protection for Shanghai against 
‘Such outrageous assaults as have arisen from| 
‘Japanese action in 1932 and 1937 would be a| 
‘desirable “consummation, but it must be 
recalled that in 1932’ a scheme. for a 
demilitarized zone put forward by _the| 
Japanese was definitely rejected by the other| 
Powers because they felt that they could not} 
support any plan which, in essence, was] 
practicable only because of the operation of| 
‘a. policy strongly condemned by them, 
‘This present crisis is the direct outcome of| 
‘an even more naked act of aggression devoid] 
‘entirely of palliating circumstances, except| 
In the eyes of hypnotized Japanophiles. A 
fortiori, it 's all the more necessary that the| 
measures id to give Shanghal a cordon| 
tanitaire should be enirely atid unmistakably} 
free from Japanese inspiration, direct or| 
indirect.

Mr, Suesama Okamoto has taken pains 
Jelaborately to prove what few people 
fendeavour to deny: that the Chinese 
Government, faced in the North by unwar-| 
ranted aggression from Japan, decided that 
‘the politico-military needs of’ the situation 
demanded the combination of resistance in 
the North with a strong altack on Japanese| 
{orees in the Shanghal area. Mr, Okamoto's 
statement may also be cordially endorsed in} 
Its contention that he, as representing the| 
‘Japanese Government ‘here, did his best in 
the few weeks leading up’ to the outbreak 
to keep Shanghai clear of hostilities. He was 
supported by a marked mitigation in the 
fasperity ef the Japanese Landing Party's| 
occasions. He was assisted by co-operation 
from the City Government of Shanghai so 
far as that administration could contro! local 
fevents, "Unfartunately, in endeavouring to 
throw on Chinese shoulders all the blame for 
the gradual increase in local tension and for 
breaches of the Peace Agreement of 1932, he 
entirely overlooks the progressive measures 
‘which the Japanese Naval garrison took from 
1932 onwards to usurp the authority of the| 
[Shanghai Municipal Couneil in the Settle- 
‘ment, to faunt the preparedness of the armed 
might of that garrison, to convert Hongkew! 
Jand Yangtszepoo into what became increas- 
ingly 9 Japanese enclave and therefore a 
‘clear menace to the security for which the 
Peace Preservation Corps, with Japanese 
‘approval, was originally intended to provide, 
No-one’ "who recalls the various local 
“incidents"—some of them more accurately| 
described as “mare's nests"—which incessant 
ly demanded the alertness of high officials of 
the Municipal Council to an extent altogether| 
beyond their intrinsic significance can be! 
blind to an aspect of the situation which, not 
‘unnaturally, cannot be taken into account by 
Mr. Okamoto but which is vital to a fair 
‘appreciation of the issues involved. ‘The nice 
adjustment of responsibility for breaches of 
the Peace Agreement cannot be satistacterily| 
achieved without consideration of _those| 
points and particularly of the Chinese 
argument that the proceedings of the Joint 
‘Commission on which Mr. Okamoto so firmly 
relies were, by circumstances not entirely 
‘within Japanese control, transformed  into| 
machinery less for supervising the observance 
fof the agreement by both sides than for 
registering Japanese protests. 

Mr. Okamoto graphically reveals the] 
fextent to which he went in’ relying on the| 
feficacy of his co-operation for preserving the| 
peace of Shanghal. His bona fides in that 
Matter cannot be disputed. He took risks 
Which might have seriously prejudiced his 
‘own position with his Government and 
fevidently the rapid concentration of the 
[Chinese forces in vastly superior numbers 
severely tested the comparatively small 
garrison at the disposal of the Japanese 








fn its readiness to sacrifice principles for the|

China and are completely dis-| 
flusionized by" what they perceive to bel 
Japan's gratuitous aggression, but their] 
conversion is a plant of so recent growth| 
that without knowing it they are essaying| 
the approach to impartiality by the use of| 
arguments which take for facts fantasies} 
largely conceived in Japanese minds. Sdme, 
having begun to see the light, cannot avoid] 
‘applying to their assessment’ of events af| 
to-day experience which rests on the troubles 
‘of ten years ago. ‘Then they feel. surprised| 
fand.a little aggrieved, perhaps, if Chinese| 
‘commentators aro not bursting with enthus-| 
fasm_ atthe spectacle of the newly-out-| 
stretehed hand. In the last few weeks, to| 
the detached observer it has been comic—

[science is justifiably so clear in this matter| 
that he may be forgiven his apparent lack of 
perception that the course wf events in China 
Since September 1931 should impel a Japan 
jese spokesman to tread more delicately even| 
than Agag in dilating on the subject of 
breaches of agreement. So allegations that 
the Chinese authorities have been concerned 
to strengthen their defences are apt to leave 
the eritie cold, as he ponders over the extra~ 
vagant claims’ of Japan's military and naval 
representatives here and in the North to order| 
the goings of the people of this country and 
to develop an ever-increasing control over 
Chinese territory, Such encroachment which, 
despite the welcome but abortive evolution

‘With Mr, Okamoto's suggestion that the| 
Powers were remiss in failing to summon a.

measure of agreement, but it must be con-

So it is not surprising that the 
armed forees now operating in China at 
Japan's bidding are not able notably to dise 
tinguish between those whom Mr. Okamoto 
describes as enemies and those whom he elasps 
to his bosom as friends, It is unnecessary 
Perhaps to recall that the attempt by Tokyo— 
repeated by Mr, Okamoto—to draw a parallel 
‘between the present situation and that of 
1927 when the British Defence Force came 
to Shanghai has been devastatingly exposed 
in London. Mr, Okamoto's catholic taste in 
perusing the foreign press has apparently not 
Jed him to that discovery. ‘The concluding 
passages of his statement show an aban- 
Sonment of the earlier effort to be objective. 
Breathless incoherence marks its eriticisms 
‘of world opinion as of the Chinese Govern- 
ment. ‘That sure sign of a bad case evokes 
sympathy for a diplomat gallantly struggling

It would be bad policy and stilt worse 
pyschology if Chinese diplomats abroad were 
betrayed into the use of unnecessarily violent. 
Janguage in drawing attention to Japanese 
bombing exploits, This reflection js. inspired 
by a cabled reference to a “tirade” of which 
Dr, CT. Wang Is said to have delivered him- 
self. "The description docs not seem inappro- 
priate in the light of quoted extracts 
Technique of that Kind is unimpressive be- 
ccause it may so easily be applied to a bad as 
‘well as toa good case. When Dr. Wang 
talks of Japan being “put beyond the pale” 
he is falling into the same error as that 
Geneva spokesman who, the other day, 
wanted to secure the “moral isolation” of 
‘Japan. ‘There is no need to use violent words 
jn description of a sorios of actions which 
are. shocking and distressing the civilized 
‘world beyond measure. Actions, in fact, 
speak so much louder than words that the 
Quieter the tone of the protest—which Is quite 
properly made—the more effective is it likely 
to be. It is natural for those who are them= 
selves participants in the ordeal of one of 
these ghastly holocausts to strain every 
possible combination of epithet, but the 
iplomat who has to reproduce the atmosphere 
in different conditions. is well-advised to 
select his language with a nice regard for 
accuracy and proportion. Dr. Wang's out- 
burst may do credit to his heart, but he has 
to consider the importance of énsuring re- 
spect for his head as he undertakes the 
foncrous task of expounding China's case to 
the American people. Excessive emotion may 
create a momentary fare of resentment; that 
transient impulse may be swiftly erased by 
some trick of Togie when equilibrium has 
been restored to the mind and seeks argu 
‘ments wherewith to fortify the usual pro- 
cesses of reasoning. It would be unfortunate 
If Dr, Wang and his colleagues. allowed this 
defect of method to defeat their admirable 
intentions, for the case presented to them by 
the folly of Japanese. militarism is so 
abundantly strong. 

Reluctantly has the world accepted the fact 
that aerial warfare is as much a part of 
modern conflict as artillery, submarines or 
mines.

‘Tho earnest plea made by Barnisn Peace- 
‘axcen for consideration of the possibility of 
having a preliminary armistice in Shang~ 
hal hns, as its sponsor probably desired, 
‘evoked active discussion. He, possibly, is 
isappointed that so much energy has been 
‘expended in criticizing certain points of 
detail which he had thrown. into his argu- 
ment less with the intention of inviting 
sspeelfie examination of them than with the| 
‘object of emphasizing the importance of| 
taking into account the views of both sides ‘o 
‘the present disastrous conflict. Shanghal Is| 
not the main arena of the struggle. ‘That is 








‘aggression as specially developed in North’ 
/China, the Chinese Government has decided 
to combine support of the forees now trying 
fo stem the Japanese advance to the Yellow 
‘River with a strong thrust against Japanese! 
positions in Shanghal. That decision clearly 
carries for Chinese factors of vital national 
importanee., Consequently, any proposal 
‘which appears on the surface to solve Shang 

's diffcuities without regard to wider 
isaues is bound to receive tepid attention. 
‘Memories too are apt to cite the attempts 
‘made in 1932 by Japanese spokesmen to 
advocate the creation of a demilitarized zone 
Unked up with the establishment of Shang- 
hal as a “free eity.” Mr. Suemasa Okamoto's 
‘recent statement referred quite frankly to 
that scheme as a Japanese proposal undeser= 
vedly ignored. Although therefore Barrisit 
Peacemaxen carefully. insisted that there 
should be no, prejudice offered to the 
‘soverelgn rights of China, his mere mention | 
of the proposed “free port” at once attracted | 
suspicion and indignant refusals to consider | 
such a scheme. Unhappily it is impossible 
{o dissociate current designs from past history. 
To that extent this reception of what was, in 
fact, a sincerely tendered plea cannot be re- 
‘garded with surprise. Indeed it accords with 
‘comments which this journal itself had 
ventured to make before the correspondence 
began. Nevertheless it is essential that, at 
‘a time when partisanship runs high, men of| 
‘goodwill should consider the ultimate and 
Inevitable cessation of strife and in so doing 
endeavour to discover the happy or golden 
mean.” Whether Barrisu Pracesaxne's 
selection of the points on which he desired| 
his mediatory reflections to rest was entirely 
sound really matters little for, obviously, he 
ald no dogmatic stress thereon. He was 
endeavouring to be Mustrative In addressing 
himself to his main theme. 


‘The possible removal of the present fighting 
from the immediate vieinity of Shanghai does 
not imply that such an event will auto- 
matically set this ety free to pick up the| 
threads of its commercial activities, to resunie| 
normality without regard to results else- 
where. Shanghai suo more has the courage 
of its pertinaeity. Even now it is manfully 
‘making tho best of a difficult situation and 
nailing the fag of “business as usual” to its| 
masthead. That is all to the good. Yet it 
‘would be idle to ignore the fact that until 
normality can be thought of in the inter 
luntil the Government at Nanking and the 
people behind it have pressed their resistance 
to its logical conclusion, one way or the other, 
‘Shanghai's return to normal will only be: 
provisional and imperfect. Chinese opinion| 
Is naturally sensitive on this point. It 
feels difidence in endorsing any proposals 
which might be interpreted as basing Shang- 
hhal's recovery on an indifference to the 
‘bigger question of the country’s destiny, 
Foreigners in particular, have to walk warily 
therefore in making auch proposals. The 
olitico-milltary decision to stand in Shang 
hal against Japanese aggression probably~| 
‘and who shall say unfairly?—took into ai 
count the possible advantages of associating| 
this city with the general _ campaign. 
Foreigners, quite understandably, may fecl| 
‘aggrieved at the idea. They may argue that 
this is not their war, that they are trading 
here as part of an international community 
which has suffered grievously without any 
possibility of retaliating and that it is only 
just therefore that they should be allowed to 
repair their losses by legitimate trade as soon 
fas. circumstances permit. ‘They sec in the 
demilitarization plan an’ immediate and 
concrete measure for achieving that end. 
Although important Chinese interests may 
‘on purely personal grounds echo this thought, 
they are precluded from doing so by the 
national character of the struggle. Thay 
hhave to acquiesce in the view that Shanghai 
must suffer with the rest of China, however| 
much their own material commitments may’ 
lose thereby. They are the more moved to 
this negative attitude because they cannot 
just_now perceive any basis on-which either: 
‘Japan or China can be persuaded to discuss! 
peace or on which the Chinese Government 
‘can put forward a scheme for exempting| 
‘Shanghai from further embarrassment. ‘This! 
may sound like a suggestion that the 
‘Chinese Government welcomes a situation 
‘which makes Shanghai the bedfellow of the| 
rest of China in adversity. ‘There is'no call] 
to go as far as that. It might be sullcient 
to maintain that, deriving as it does its! 
prosperity from ‘the welfare of the interior, 
Shanghai cannot unfairly be expected to| 
‘share in the efforts which are now being mado| 
to resist a catastrophic attack on that souree| 
of its wealth and security. 

In thus searching for the happy mean it 
‘has been necessary to put the two points of 
view in sharp contrast. Neither is indleativo| 
of that line of thought which might assist in| 
providing an acceptable solution. ‘The erea~ 
tion of a demilitarized zone has already been| 
proposed by certain foreign powers with tho| 
‘object of ending Shanghai's  immediate| 
dangers. Its rejection did not come froth the| 
‘Chinese Government. If such a scheme were| 
now proposed and dependent on Japanese| 
‘approval the Chinese Government would be| 
emphatic in condemning It as suspect and 
Impossible to entertain for a moment. Yet| 
nnelther Chinese nor foreign opinion can be|

‘2 parched community? Shanghal, in refurn| 
for the benefits which it receives ‘trom the 
‘country of which it is.a part, has not been 
negligent in ing industrial and 
‘nancial institutions of great value. States- 
manship would not lightly abandon. the| 
‘advantages to be derived therefrom. - Without 
therefore in any way yielding to a tame 
spirit of acquiescence in the aggression, 
against which China is rightly and stoutly’ 
Aghting, 1t should be possible to find the 
happy mean in considering Shanghal's pre- 
‘dicament. Let there be no suggestion that 
it should be wrapped up in some magical 
{insulator to cut its sympathies off from those 
of China as a whole. Rather Jet there be 
devised “some plan’ whereby it may be 
‘encouraged to recover needed vitality so that 
it may more effectively minister to. the 
‘economic needs of a country: desperately

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THE LURE OF GONGGA 
By Tmerax 


A. delightful fellow left the frontier late 
in July for the plains below. Mr. Homer| 
Brown, editor of the West China “Missionary 
News," with Mrs. Brown and their daughter| 
‘Murlel, ‘arrived on the border on July 12, 
‘accompanied by the Misses Money, Stewart, 
and Hibbard, ‘The former were teachers in 
‘the Canadian School for forelgn children in| 
‘Chengtu and are now on thelr way home to| 
Canada, Miss Stewart spent a year in| 
Darjeeling, teaching in one of the forelgn| 
‘schools there, and has~ seen something of] 
‘northern India: Both ladles have finished| 
‘their teaching engagements. in West China 
and are hoping, to settle down in Canada,| 
‘one in British Columbia and the other in 
Ontario. Miss Muriel Brown and _ Miss

Leaving Tachienlu on July 16 they group} 
ten days in Minya, over ‘the Jedo Pass. No 
one in the party had ridden a mule, a donkey, 
‘or a horse for years, so when the mounted| 
thelr animals outside the south ate some of 
thelr faces expressed a quiet and simple 
‘confidence in a kindly Providence to see them| 
Safely through. Some of their experiences 
Included a “pop-over” the animal's head; | 
“slide” over its’ tail-and a “shoot” across ‘Its 
side, Fortunately no-one of the six riders was 
injured and all returned safely quite glad 
to be back in Tachienlu. ‘The main object 
of tholr visit to Minya was to see if possible 
the now famous Gongga.

Glacier), as the word in Tibetan means, lies

‘mountain peaks over which there has becn| 
hheated and endless discussion. Seon. from| 
different points no one peak appears to stand 
above another making it sometimes quite 
‘almeult to distinguish ‘which Is the Gongga, 
which is Mt, Tat and which is Mt. Sherap. 
‘There Is, however, one point from which the| 
‘areat mountain eah be seen with considerable 
certainty, namely, Zongzha or” Inkwanchal 
Looking ‘slightly’ south-east the great snow

Gongga. Seen trom the valley of the Lichu 
is excluded and the mountain rises| 
beauty.

Having seen the Gonggn by moonlight

Gomba, Unfortunately their Tibetan inter- 
preter had not travelled this road before, #0 
‘was quite hazy as to distance and direction. 
‘To begin with the party took the wrong sido| 
“of the river, following down the right bank] 
Instead of the left. ‘Ten miles below Zongzha 
the river should be crossed to the left bank, 
avolding an ugly lift immediately above the| 
Licht, “Apparently noither the mulemen nor| 
‘the interpreter had any idea of the dangerous| 
nature of the road that lay before them.  So| 
the whole party slowly climbed up on to this 
reciplee, overhanging the river, and con-| 
Xinued along a path, only one foot wide. 
have frequently seen this dangerous road! 
‘and understood why the river should be 
‘crossed immediately above 




















Mr. Brown's party now came to a full 
stop. Were the roads lower down the river| 
in any way similar to the one Just crossed? 
If 9, the party was prepared to return to}

river scrambling over rocks; the animals re-| 
turning by the precipitous’ road above. A\ 
dlolightful day, however, was spent in visit-|
